THREAT TO. PRISON. DOCTOR. 


The following official communiqué was issued 


from the Chief Secretary’s Office, Dublin, last 
evening :— 


The Acting Medical Officer at Cork Prison has 


received the followin:. threatening letter :— 


“ As your profesional attendance upon 
, the eleven hunger-strikers in Cork Jail gives 
a tinge of legality to the slow murder being 
perpetrated upon them, you are hereby 
ordered to leave the jail at once, and 
the country within twenty-four hours of this 
date—3 o'clock p.m., September 6th, 1920. 
“ Failure to comply with this order will 
mear drastic punishment .—0.C. Ne. 1 
Brigade, I.R.A.’ 
In view of the receipt of this letter the Go- 


vernment wish again to emphasise the fact that 
the Government alone are responsible for the 
continued detention of the eleven prisoners now 
on hunger strike. In common with his prede- 
cessors (who have been temporarily relieved 
from duty at the prison owing to the strain im- 
sposed by the continuous watching which the 
condition of the prisoners necessitates, and who 
have not at any time refused, as has boea sug- 
gested, to continue on duty), the Acting Medical 
Officer on his arrival, after examining the 
prisoners, recommended their release on medical 
grounds, a recommendation which the Govern- 
ment were unable to accept. His responsibility 
is now confined solely to taking such steps as 
are within his competence as a medical man to 
relieve the condition to which the prisoners have 
been reduced by their refusal to take food.
